_ In the first place, the Triad Society is adniir- 
ably organized and extremely powerful, It 
has a’ definite political object, -of which‘ the 
leaders never lose sight,-and that object, by ap: 
pealing to the sensc..of patriotism, latent in 
every man (though recent British experiences ’ 
suggest the interpolation of a qualifying 
“almast”) has attached to the society the 
political dreamers and fanatics. of China, as 
well as the practical and worldly-wise schemers. 
“At what, thea do the Triads aim? At noth- 
ing less than the overthrow ofthe Manchu 
dynasty of usurpers,”. the ‘banishment of the 
alien ruling race, and the resumption of the 
Empire by the true Chinese, with a prince of, 
their,own blood upon the: throne... With the 
national aspect of this movement, the, pos- 
sibilities of ultimate success, and the prababili-« 


') ties of indefinitely prolonyed failure, this article 


is not concerned ; enormous knowledge would 
be required to handle the’ subject adequately. ms 
But the Triads and their doings have a bear- 


“| ing upon the white far-Eastern, problem, which 


is, perhaps, a little overlooked at home,’ by 
reason’ of the Boxer Society occipying the 
entire foreground ‘of the Chinese picture, as- 
seen through European spectacles, Ignorance, 
lust, and greed form the foundations of the. 


Boxer movement—a.triplet prolific of horrible 


results ; but the definiteness and continuity of 
Triad policy, the element of pure ‘passion 
introduced by the genuine patriots, give to this 
urganization a vital force and a lasting influence 
which the other will not possess a decade 
hence. Now, though’ it affects indifference 
towards secret societies, the Imperial Govern- 
ment is fllly aware of these things, and is care 
ful to make of the white résidents (who are 
really more disliked:by the Manchus than by 
the Chinese) a buttress against the ‘Triads.’
